Michael was born in Waco and raised in Lake Jackson, Texas. He served in the USMC 
where he learned and helped develop computer programs. In civilian life he continued 
to work in the infant computer industry and served on the CODASYL (Conference on 
Data Systems Languages) committee which helped define the COBOL communications 
specifications.

He 
volunteered his services and worked with Dr. McArthur on PEER (Program for 
Extraordinary Experience). Michael was a trained Ericksonian hypnotist. 



Over the years he did regressions with many "abductees” and past life regressions with 
other clients. In doing so, he began to realize that there is a reality beyond our 5 
senses. His conception of the world began to expand beyond the universe. During this 
time, he received a Masters in Astronomy from the University of Western Sydney, 
Australia. Since 1977, his path crossed that of many individuals who encouraged him to
